CANADA'S LATEST HEALTH PRO- 
posal embodies a principle which com- 
mands respect, not only because of the ap- 
portionment of its cost, but also because 
of the comprehensive nature of the benefits 
it is intended to confer. It provides for 
a minimum flat rate of $12 a year, with 
further payments on a graduated scale, com- 
mensurate with the beneficiaries’ earning 
capacity.. These will be 3 per cent on 
income for single persons earning more than 
3660 a year up to a maximum of $30, and 
5 per cent for married persons earning 
more. than $1,200 a year up to a maximum 
of $50. Its services would cover all neces- 
sary medical, hospital, surgical, nursing and 
dental attention for al] citizens—with pro- 
vision of necessary drugs and appliances. 
On the point of the individual contribu- 
tions from persons in the lower income 
brackets the new plan is bound to evoke 
a good deal of controversy when its imple- 
mentary legislation reaches the floor of the 
House of Commons. Any comprehensive 
national scheme designed to cover all classes 
of society naturally must be based on ca- 
pacity to meet the annual charges. In any 
event, the proposal in its present form is 
based on a sound principle; its operation in 
detail, nevertheless, will require consider- 
able elucidation before it is possible to 
weigh all its implications intelligently.

Te MOST interesting exhibit to come 
over the desk today was in the Windsor 
Star which, in a fit of historical—or hys- 
terical—research, discovered that Mr. John 
Bracken closely resembles Abraham Lincoln.

Canada’s 
Argued Here After Broadcast 


By KAY McINTYRE ! 
From coast to coast across 
Canada discussion groups meet 
weekly to listen to the CBC 
broadcast, “Of Things: to Come.” 
Because of the interest in the 
coming broadcast in this series 
from. Victoria, I sought. out. and 
sat in on a typical group here. It 
was gathered at the home of 
Mrs. E: Anfield, 1803 Belmont 
Ave, It was made up of members 
of the P.-T.A, discussion group 
By radio they heard the broad- 
cast from Edmonton, with A. 
Blair Patterson, Dr. J. Hardy and 
Professor E.. Seedy giving their 
views of Canada in the Anglo- 
American world. They ‘were 
under. Morley Callaghan of the 
CEC as moderator. 


In Mrs. Anfield’s group here 
were Mrs. T. Luscombe, Mrs. L. 
A, Gordon, Mrs. G.:H. Hughes, 
Mrs. W. Blair, Mrs. R. McInnes 
and Mrs. T. J. Inkpen. After the 
broadeast they discussed the 
opinions given on the program 
then answered the question on 
the bulletin published by the 
Canadian Association for Adult 
Education issued weekly in. con- | 
nection with each program. 

During the broadcast Dr. Hardy | 
said United States policy of isola- 
tionism had been forced by Bri- 
tain’s economic system of prefer- 
ential tariffs. Mr, Patterson dis- 
agreed and pointed out the Smoot- 
Hawley protective tariff had 
forced the British tariffs, thereby 
causing the rebirth of national- 
ism in the economic world. 

“Why do I as a Canadian have 
to pay more for my goods than 
does an American?” asked Mr 
Callaghan 

All three speakers agreed the 
cause was the protective tariffs 
that had built up Canada’s indus- 
trial machine, which fosters hard- 
ships on western Canada and the 
Maritimes and protects American 
capital in Canada. 

Possible disagreement between 
the United States and Russia 
after the war was brought up by 
Mr, Callaghan and one of the 
radio speakers pointed out there 
was too much lack of under 
standing of the Soviet in Canada 
and the United States compared 
with the attitude in Britain. 

“What will Canada do if the 
United States differs with Russia 
after the war?” asked Mr. Cal 
laghan. 

Dr. Patterson replied 
such were the case it was un 
thinkable that Great Britain 
would let Canada stand alone.

“I do not favor a political union 


with the United States,” said. Dr 
Hardy. “I do favor an economic 
union, If the former were to 
take place we would throw over- 
board a distinctive culture.”

Mr. Inkven: “Canada must lean | 
to the United States economically, 
but if she breaks awav from the 
Commonwealth she will be weak-

MAND OF CAESAR’S 
DAUGHTER 


Caesar’s act in crossing 
Rubicon River was the same as 
declaring war against Pompey, 

Pompey was more than an old 
friend, He also was Caesar’s son- 
inlaw. He had married Caesar’s 
daughter, Julia. 

The marriage of Julia had 
broken a friendly tie between 
Caesar and Marcus Brutus, 

Brutus, a Roman 15 years 
younger than Caesar, had wanted 
to marry Julla, and it seems that 
a promise had been made to him. 
Before the wedding could take 
place, however, Julia was given in 
marriage to Pompey, making 
Caesar the father-in-law of a man 
six years ojder than himself! 

While Caesar was in Gaul, he 
learned that Julia had died at 
Rome. This event took place five 
years before the crossing of the 
Rubicon, 


As he moved south through 


the 





Ttaly, Caesar gained strength. 
Many more soldiers joined the 
army which he was leading from 
Gaul to Rome. 

Pompey received reports of 
Caesar’s approach and believed 
he could not raise a large enough 


| army to fight a successful battle. 


So he took the men who were 
loyal to him and left Rome to 
cross the Adriatic Sea and-enter 
Greece. There he was able to mus- 
ter thousands of additional troops.

He carried out a 
retreat in good order, then took 
into his army several thousand 
more men who were led to the 
scene by one of his friends. Soon 
he ordered an attack on Pompeii 
near Pharsalus, a town in 
northern Greece. 


In the Battle of Pharsalus, 
Caesar defeated an army of 57,000 
foot soldiers and 7,000 calvary, 
his own army being less than 
half as large. Twenty-four thou- 





sand of Pompey’s men were cap- 
tured. 

Pompey escaped to Egypt with | 
a- few of his soldiers, but was | 
murdered when he landed there. | 

Among those who had fought; 
for Pompey was Caesar's one- 
time friend, Marcus Brutus. 
Brutus was pardoned, but it may | | 
be that he still held a grudge | 
against Caesar over the broken | 
promise about Julia.
